LONDON, June 4-—The British 
Admiralty tonight issued a state-

The statement gave the German 
losses as two battleships, two dread- 
naught battle cruisers, four light 
cruisers, nine torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers and a submarine.

This maneuver was 
rendered possible by low visibility 
and mist, and although the grand 
fleet was now and then able to get 
in a momentary contact with their 
opponents, no continuous action was 
possible. 
“They continued the pursuit wntil 
the light had wholly failed, while 
the British destroyers were able to 
make a successful attack upon the 
enemy during the night. 
“Meanwhile Admiral Sir John Jel- 
licoe, having driven the enemy into 
port, returned to the main scene of 
the action and scoured the sea in 
search of disabled vessels. By noon 
the next day, June 1, it became evi- 
dent there was nothing more to be 


done. He returned, therefore, to his 
bases, 400 miles away, refuelled his 
fleet, and in the evening of June 2, 
was again ready to put to sea.

LAUNCH GREAT 
WATER PROJECT 


Los Angeles Man is Choice as 


San Joaquin Valley Counties 
Back of Great Venture. 


More than a Million Fertile 
Acres to be Reclaimed. 


— — — 


Planning the greatest irrigation 
project in the United States, and one 
of the largest in the world, repre- 
sentatives of six proposed districts 
in the San Joaquin Valley have 
asked, it became known here yester- 
day, that Louis C. Hill, a Los Angeles 
consulting engineer, be delegated by 
the Secretary of the Interior to in- 
spect and report on the feasibility of 
constructing a mammoth reservoir 
in the Kings River Canyon. 

The area that it is planned to irri- 
gate comprises 1,200,000 acres in 

„ Tulare and Kings counties, 
or about twice as much land as is 
now under irrigation in the Imperial 
Valley, outside of Mexico. One-half 
of this land is already under cultiva- 
tion. Some of it that was formerly 
under cultivation is now under the 
Waters of Tulare Lake. 

The appeal of representatives of 
the six proposed districts to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior specifically 
asks that Director Arthur P. Davis 
of the United States Reclamation 
Service be instructed to detail Con- 
sulting Engineer Hill “to make an 
examination of the proposed site of 
the Pine Flat reservoir and check 
over the tentative plans and  esti- 
mates made by our local engineers 
for the construction of the dam on 
Kings River.” 

Mr. Hill was the builder of the 
great — Dam in Arizona and 
was formerly supervising engineer 
ot the United States Reclamation 
Service in charge of all work in Ari- 
zona, Southern Calif

“It is the biggest irrigation project 
in the United States. The present 
project is only a little over 
300,000 acres, outside of Imperial 
Valley. which is 600,000 acres, not 
including Mexico. The 300,000-acre 
project is the Boise-Payette project 
in Idaho. This San Joaquin Valley 
proposition is over five times as big, 
as far as acreage is concerned, as the

crops,” said Engineer Hill. “The 
river also spreads in another direc- 
tion, but the waters ally come to- 
gether and run into the San Joaquin 
River. But it does not have any 
well-defined channel. : 
“This river runs in such a Way 
that it is high water in June and 
July, the season dt the highest de- 
mand for irrigation water. but it 
runs down very quickly, and the es- 
cess. water which cannot be used 
runs into Tulare Lake, floods them 
out there, and alse runs toward the 
San Joaquin, flooding land as it goes * 
and doing much damage. 

“The idea is to bulld a reservoir 
in Kings River Canyon, near Pine. 
Flat, to store the water when it is in 
excess, and then to use it during the 
irrigation season. It ul de one of 
the highest dams in the world and 
will be a very large one, but the cost | 
per acre for all the lands that are to 
be served will be comparatively 
small, due to the fact that there is 
such a large acreage to be includeq 
in the project. The reservoir does 
not have to be as large as it would 
if the water came down at the wrong 
season of the year.” 

In order to give an idea of what 
1,000,000 acres means Engineer Hill 
remarked that it represented a piece 
of land 100 miles long and twenty 
miles wide. In the proposed dam 
there would be two and one-half 
times as many yards of masonry as 
there are im the great Roosevelt 
Dam and the lake behind the dam 
would be about sixty feet deeper. In 
extent it would be about 600.000 
acre feet, thus making it one of the 
very large reservoirs of the world. 
It would take about three yéirs to 
build the dam after the preliminary 
work was done, Mr. Hill stated.

But 
oceans are not so wide as they were one 
or fifty years ago. Improvements 
machinery and in the construction of 
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that no nation could transport troops enough 
to give us trouble, even though she should 
be able to land them. Well, let us see. 
Both England and Germany have strong na- 
strong merchant marines. By us 
of their merchant marine 
their navy, Germany could 
sailing 250,000 ps, and 
more than 1,000,000. What would 
fate of our little army, and what 
be the suffering and agonies of our 
people if such an aggregation of troops as 
either Eneland or Germany are capable of 
sending should be landed upon our shores?” 

Our available forces for defense are not 
equal to the forces which we might be com- 
pelled to meet, and hence the necessity of 
an increase in our army and navy. 

The existence of the great war in Europe 
does not lessen, but rather increases, our 
duty of preparedness, because of the possi- 
bility of our being drawn into it.

War is a science as much as making steel 
rails or cotton cloth. Could a farm hand be 
taken from the plow, or a blacksmith be 
taken from the forge, and made a bank 
cashier or a salesman in a department store 
in a week? Could a bookkeeper be taken 
from his ledger and know how to milk cows 
and make butter and cheese in a day? 

A nation can commit no greater crime 
than to call to its defense its patriotic young 
men, the very flower of its manhood, and 
subject them to useless destruction, both 
by disease and in battle, because of their 
lack of training in the arts of defense and 
the science of health in army life. 

Our railroad system is so extensive and 
perfect that no matter how large an army 
might be landed at an unfortified point on 
our coast we could within a day or two 
send a larger army to meet them—if we had 
the army. We cannot have such an army 
without preparedness.

In the last year the prices of shoes 
have advanced from 10 to 35 per 
cent., and the increase will keep 
right on, the manufacturers say. It 
will be lessened, they assert, if Con- 
grees takes action.
